Sketch of the New Bishop. 


THE 


Macox, Ga, July 1.—[Special.}—It is 
Bishop Talbot. The convention of the 
diocese of Georgia chose a successor to 
"Bishop Beckwith today, and everything in- 


dicates that the new bishop is & worthy, 


successor of the great man who preceded 
him. 

The election did not occur until the 
afternoon, but early in the day it became 
evident that Mr. Talbot would be called. 
His election was warmly advocated by 
Jeaders of the clergy and laity, and his 
gelection was practically unanimous. 

The Opening Session. 

The diocesan convention met today at 10 

o'clock at Christ church, There was & good 
attenddnce of delegates, laymen and clergy. 
“There was also .present as spectators a 
pamber of citizens. The first order of the 

day was devotional services, in which the 
 eonyention and congregation partivipated. 

After the devotional services the conven- 
tion entered upon official business. Rev. 
Mr. William Hunter, of Columbus, presided. 
The roll was called by Rev. Mr. Reese, 
rector, of Christ. church, Macon; who is 
secretary of the convention. 

In the beginning of the session there was 
some debate in regard to inserting names 
on the roll in the place of absent ones, and 
the question was decided by the chairman 
expressing an opinion that all those names 
would have to be referred to the commit- 
tee on credentials. On this account a mo- 
tion was made and carried that the names 
be referred to the committee on creden- 
tials, which immediately retired. 


The report of the standing committee ‘ 


consisted of the letter received from Rev. 
Dr. Gailor, of Sewanee, Tenn., and an an- 
nouncement that there were several mat- 
ters before the committee which could not 
be as yet decided upon. . 

A resolution was next introduced by Rev. 
Chauncey Williams, of Augusta, to the 
effect that a record be taken, immediately 
following the report of the committee on 
credentials, for the purpose of brotherly con- 
ference of laymen and clergy separately, in 
regard to matters to be brought before the 
convention. 

Rey. Williams stated that he thought a 
great deal of wrangling and argument would 
be dispensed with under these circumstances, 
and he so convinced the assembly of the 
propriety of this action that the resolution 
was adopted by them. 


Ati invitation ‘was extended to the con- 
vention to visit Appleton’s Church home 


and the new home for indigent women at 
some time set at their own convenience. 
The invitation was accepted. 

The report of the committee on cre- 
dentials was as follows: 

We, the committee on credentials, report 
the following corrections in the list of lay 
delegates: F. G. Bailey for D. J. Bailey, 
Jr., James Barnes for Joseph Staley, J. 
W. Wilcox for T. D. Tinsley, J. W. 
Weed for W. T. Charlton, W. deB. Kops 
for David Wells, Pearce Howe, and would 
respectfully suggest the adoption of the 
same, “ 

When this report was made it was 
moved and carried that the convention ad- 
journ till 3 o’clock this afternoon, when 
business was resumed. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session was a little late 
in coming to order. As soon as the meet- 
ing was declared in session Rev. Mr. Will- 
jams introduced a resolution that the con- 
vention take a recess, subject to the call 
of the president, in order to allow the 
clergy to confer for the purpose of pre- 
paring a report to the convention. The 
resolution was adopted, and the convention 
was declared in recess until the clergy 
should finish the work. 

During the recess a committee from the 
clergy announced to the laymen that the 
clergy had practically made an agreement, 
and they asked that a committee be appointed 
to meet the committée of the clergy for the 
purpose of ascertaining if the clergy and 
laymen could come to an agreement. 

Talbot Nominated. 

The request was granted by a motion to 
that effect being carried, and the two 
committees immediately retired for the 
above mentioned purpose; This special 
committee soon returned with the report 
that;the clergy had decided upon Rev. E. O. 
Taibot, of Idaho, as their candidate for 
this bishopric, 

The laymen then decided to inyite the 
Committee of the clergy to come before 
them and state their reasons for suggesting 
Rey. Mr. Talbot. When they arrived, the 
chairman of the committee, Rev. Mr. Will. 
lams, then spoke in most glowing terms of 
Rey. Mr. Talbot, and showed that he had 
the admiration of the entire clergy. Mr. 
Talbot, he said, is missionary bishop of Idaho 
and Wyoming, and had made himself very 
Popular with the frontiersmen, and was per- 
fectly at’home in the most cultured society.

The roll was then called, and each clergy- 
man came forward and deposited his yote. 

During the interim while the votes were be- 
ing counted Mr. Reese, of Macon, called the 
attention of the convention to the fact that 
there were certain proposed changes in the 
prayer book which had been entered in the 
minutes as unfinished business at thé last 
meeting of the convention. A resolution was 
then offered to the effect thatthe matter be 
referred to a committee of three ministers and 
two laymen. This resolution was carried. 

Bishop Talbot Chosen. 

In a few minutes the ballot was counted, 
and it was found that Bishop Talbot had re- 
ceived 19 votes, Bishop Mingfield 1, and Dr. 
Lindsey 1, thus electing Bisop Talbot, as far 
as the clergy were concerned. 

A ballot of the parishes was next taken 
through their lay representatives, which re- 
sulted in the nomination of Right Rev. Ethel- 
bert Talbot, he receiving 22 out of 23 votes, 
and Rev. Thomas'F. Gailor receiving 1. 

The election of Rev. Mr. Talbot was then 
made unanimous by a rising voter 

A Special Committee. 

It was then’ moved and carried that the 
standing committee of the convention be ap- 
pointed a special committee to notify the gen- 
tleman of his election and that the communi- 
cation be made by telegram. 

It was next moved and carried that a oom- 
mittee be appointed to visit Appleton’s Church 
Home and the home for indigent ladies. 

There being no further business .jt was 
moved and carried that the convention ad- 
journ subject to the call of the chairman of the 
standing committee. 

Who the New Bishop Is. 

Bishop Talbot was born in Missouri. He is 
about forty years old, five feet ten inches 
high, and a man of imposing appearance and 
fine address. He is an able and eloquerit 
preacher. Five years ago he was elected 
missionary bishop of Idaho and Wyoming by 
the house of bishops at Chicago. {tis thought 
that he will accept the bishopric of Georgia. 


UNDER MILITARY ESCORT. 


The Miners Bury Their Brethren Killed 
in Sunday’s Riot. 

FRANKLIN, Wash., July 1.—Yesterday was 

a day of quietness’ and mourning in the camp 

of the strikers. The funerals of the men killed 


in Sunday’s riot occupied nearly the entire * 


day, services being held here in the morning 
and interment being at Black Diamond, four 
mileg distant, in the afternoon. Every white 
miner in camp marched in procession, an escort 
of military being furnished to protect them 
while passing through the black camp. A 
patrol was also put on flats to protect 
the homes of the white miners during 
their absence, as the negroes had threatened 
to seize the first opportunity of cleaning out 
the homes of the strikers. Four hundred of 
them stood behind lines of soldiers while the 
bodies were being placed on flat cars for trans- 
portation to Black Diamond, but not a word 
was spoken on either side. 


THE CHANGE IN FORM 


Adopted by the Secretary of the Treasury 
for His Statement. 


WasnHinaton, July 1.—The form of the na- 
tional debt statement issued from the treasury 
today differs materially from that heretofore 
followed, and the following is an authoritative 
explanation of the change in form and the rea- 
son therefor: 

The secretary of the treas calls attention to 
certain changesin the monthly deht statement 
issued for June, 1891,andin the daily statement 
of cash in the treasury. 

Heretofore the manner and make-up of the 
monthly statement required the showing of an in- 
crease or decrease in the public debt. Under this 
form it has happened on several occasions that 
when large purchases of bonds were made the 
statement following would show an increase of 
the public debt, when a reduction had really been 
effected. This was owing to the fact that the 
principal and premium paid for bonds reduced 
the cash on hand beyond tke amount of bonds 
actually redeemed. ‘The secretary has concluded, 
after much thought on the subject, to separate 
the statement of debt from the statement of cash 
in the treasury. Hereafter the statement of cash 
on hand will show the net increase or decrease 
from month to month, and this statement will be 
part of the form now adopted. 

CERTAIN ITEMS.ELIMINATED. 

In making up the new statement of cash in the 
treasury, the figures will plainly show the differ- 
ent kinds of money included in the total. Against 
this total will be stated the cash liabilities. This 
part of the new form will take the place of assets 
and liabilities in the statement heretofore issued 
by the treasury. In former debt statements ac- 
crued interest and interest due and unpaid have 
appeared as current liabilities. These items have 
been eliminated. The secretary holds thatif ac- 
crued interest may be charged cr ene against 
cash, then with equal propriety accrued liability 
for the construction of public buildings, or for 
the improvement of rivers and harbors may be 
charged. 

The matured debt.item is made up of the rem- 
nant of bonds and other forms of indebtedness 
remaining unpaid from the foundation of the gov- 
ernment. Itis assumed that less than twenty- 
five per cent of these will ever be presented for 
payment. They are now, as heretofore, carried 
on _ debt statement, but not as liability against 
cash. 


ITEMS OF LIABILITY. 

The secretary also calls attention to the items of 
liability against cash in the treasury, composed: 
First, of 5 per cent fund held for the redemp- 
tion of uncurrent national bank notes, which sum 
can only be reduced by the retirement of national 
bank circulation. The secretary *thinks this 
amount ought, by law, to be covered into the 
treasury as was done recently with the fund for re- 
demption of failed and retired national banks. The 
eg seme is that this sum will be increased dur- 

ng the coming year, instead of being reduced; 
second, the item of outstanding checks and 
drafts, which rarely ever falls below five million 
dollars; third, disbursing officers’ balances, pow 
amounting to about thirty-four million dollars; 
(this money is in the treasury, and the govern- 
ment deposits arches to the credit of disburs- 
ing officers, and seldom falls below the present 
amount); fourth, agency accounts, made up 
mainly of postal revenues, and subject to the 
draft of the postmaster general. This, too, rarely 
falls below five million dollars These four items 
amount to $51,000,000, and if held by a bank could 
be safely loaned up to nine-tenths of the total 
sum. The secretary will not hereafter deduct 
from his cash balance the amount on deposit in 


national banks, nor the fractional silver coin on ; 


hand. He thinks there is no good reason why 
this should ever have been ‘done.

SOMETHING 18 CERTAINLY 
WRONG SUMEWHERE. 


MR. SOL HAAS’S DENIAL « DISCUSSED. 


AN. C. & 8t. L. Man Says that It Is a Forgery, 
or Mr. Haas’s Memory Needs Refresh- — 
ing—What About It. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 1.—[Special.}~A 
prominent official of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St, Louis railroad, on reading in 
this morning’s Coxstrrution the telegram of 
Mr. Sol Haas, traffic manager of the Rich. 
mond and Danville railroad, that he had had 
no correspondence whatever with the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Company or any other 
road looking to an advance of the rates on 
coal from the coal mines to Atlanta and other 
points, expressed great surprise at these 
statements, and remarked with emphagis 
that Mr. Haas’s memory must certainly be 
very short, or he was the victim of the mos} 
cleverly executed forgery which has béen 
put om paper in many a day. 

Your correspondent asked to. be shown t 
document, but this was declined. The high 
standing of your correspondent’s informant, 
however, and his positive manner.leave no 
doubt as to the clear meaning of: his words; 
which were to the effect that Mr. Haas 
should refresh his memory on this question 
before sending any more telegrams. 

‘Has such a letter been written,” your cot 
respondent asked. 

“It certainly has, and is now a part of 
the records of the Western and Atlanti¢ 


railroad, and I have no doubt that: Mr,” 


Haas can have ‘access to it if he wants, 
and he will no doubt ask that it be given 
to the public to expose the forgery, 
such it must be.” ‘ 

It was impossible to get any further de- 
tails concerning the letter further than a 
definite statement of the fact that Mr. 
Haas, or some one signing for him had been 
in communication with thet Western and 
Atlantic, concerning the coal rate, and that 
an increase in the rate had been’ asked. 

It has been no secret here among the 
officers of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis that every effort has been made 
to induce a raise in the coal rate, and to 
bring about an equalization of the through 
rates to the standard fixed in the increase, 


which has been in operation since about 
ou the 15th of March las}. 


A Word from the Q. and C. 

A reporter of Tox Constitution, learning 
that Mr. Don Alexander, division freight 
— of the Queen and Crescent systam, was in 
the city yesterday, called his attention to the 
special from Chattanooga in yesterday’s Con- 
STITUTION regarding the increase in the coal 
rates. 

Mr. Alexander was disposed to think the 
article, with the coniments thereon, rather 
unfair to the interests represented by him, 

“Mr. Haas’s telegram of . June 
30th, published in yesterday’s 
ConstTITuTIon,” he said, “is an absolutely cor- 
rect statement of the case. No advance what- 
ever has been or will be made on the rates 
published March 14, 1891, from the mines on 
the Queen and Crescent system to Atlanta. 
The present complaint,’”’ he said, ‘grew out of 
the dissatisfaction of the coal miners at being 
unable to use an illegitimate combination of 
local rates, which would perhaps cut the legal 
and authorized through rates.”’ 

Mr. Alexander calied attention to the sec- 
tion of the interstate commerce law, making 
such a manipuiation of rates a felony. 

‘Considering the distance and surrounding 
conditions,’’ he added, “‘the coal rates to At- 
lanta from the various points of supply are 
certainly as low, if not lower, than any cor- 
responding rates made in the south, and 
they have stood without comment or criticism 
for a considerable period. I am surprised to 
find them a matter of sensation at the present 
time, and can account for it only through the 
dissatisfaction of interested parties who have 
failed to secure a reduction by methods and 
contraventions of law.’’ 


The above may be satisfactory to Mr. Alex- 
ander, but it will not satisfy the public. The 
coal rates from the mines to Atlanta have cer- 
tainly been advanced since the date he names— 
March 14th. The Western and Atlantic re 
fused to avcede to an advance, their rate re- 
maining as it was; the increase in the rates 
from the mines to ‘Atlanta have been made; 
if the increase doesn’t come on the Queen and 
Crescent, where does it come? 


- RECIPROCITY IN COPYRIGHT. 


The President’s Proclamation Granting Ten 
Benefits to Certain Countries. 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—The president today 
issued the following proclamation : 

Whereas, It is rovided by section 13, of 
the act of congress of Match 3, 1891, entitled “An 
act to amend title 60, chapter 3, of the revised 
statutes of the United States relating to copy- 
rights,’”’ that said act “shail only apply to citizens 
or subjects of a foreign state or nation when such 
foreign state or nation permits to citizens of the 
United States of America the benefit of copyright 
on substantially the same basis as its own citizens; 
or when such foreign state or nation is a party to 
an international agreement which provides for re- 
ciprocity inthe granting of copyright, by the 
terms of which agreement the United States of 
America may, atrits pleasure, become a party to 
such agreements.” 

And, whereas, It is alsoprovided by said sec- 
tion that the ‘‘existence of either of the conditions 
aforesaid shall be determined by the president of 
the United States by proclamation made irom time 
to time as the pu 8 of this act may require.” 

And, whereas, Satisfactory official assurance 
have been given that in Belgium, France, Great 
Britain and British possessions, and Switzerland, 
the law permits to citizens of the United States 
the benefit of copyright on substantially the 
same basis as to citizens of those countries: 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, president 
of the United States of America, do declare and 

roclaim that the first of the conditions specified 

n section 13 of theactof March 3, 1891, is now 

fulfilled in respect to citizens or subjects of Bel- 
ium, France, Great Britain and Switzerland. 

n testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United States to 
be affixed. Done at the city of Washington this 
Ist day of July, 1891.

A Family Made Sick by a Rattlesnake in 
Their Well. 

Brouyswick, Ga., July 1.—[Special.}—Tom 
Stephens, wife and three children, colored, 
living within two miles of Sterling, a station 
on the East Tennessee road, thirteen miles 
from Brunswick, very narrdwly escaped death 
this week from slow poisoning administered in 
@ peculiar manner by a revengeful negro 
neighbor. 

Near Stephens’s cabin, when a CoNnsTITU- 
TION representative arrived there today, a 
group of darkies was standing excitedly dis- 
cussing the matter, and from them and later 
from reliable persons a story of the poisoning 
was obtained, that for deliberate and diaboli- 
cal villainy bears off the palm. 

Stephens and his family have for a long time 
been suing and being sued by their negro 
neighbors about several matters. Their con- 
stant recourse to the courts has caused a feel- 
ing of bitterness to exist and multiply between 
them until lately it has reached a white heat, 
and the interested parties concluded to kill off 
Stephens and his family, hopingto thus rid 
themselves of their enemies. 

From the woods a large rattlesnake was 
secured, his head with a short piece of body 
attached cut off, and this placed in a tin 
baking powder bex. Through the box holes 
were punched, and to it a brick was tied, and 
this was carried to Stephens’s well and thrown 
in. The{ head putrefied and decayed. The 
poisonous matter from the snake oozed 
through the rotten flesh, through the perfor- 
ated box and into the otherwise pure water. 

Stephens and his family, unaware of their 
danger, drank and used the water for cooking. 
Monday their bodies began swelling. T y 
the swelling increased; their muscles ached 
and their eyes turned blood red ; their mouths 
were parched and water from the poisoned 
be ts vainly used to quench their raging 
thirst. 

Totally unconscious of their approac 
doom the negroes still used the water unti 
finally the entire family was stricken down 
unable to move their ashe. and their eyes 
swollen out of proportion. Friends happened 
along and medical aid was secured, the water 
tasted and found impure, and mony gs well 
was dragged, the box sonipiniog the deadly 
dose found, and the un sickness of the 
family explained. They are now improving 
and later will take steps to apprehend the per- 
son who committed the deed.

THE STATE FAIR PREMIUM 
MITTEE MET YESTERDAY. 


But the Question of Holding s Fair Goes 
Over to the Regular Meeting of the 
Executive Committee. 


Macon, Ga., July 1.—[{Special.)—-The pre- 
mium committee of the state fair metin 
Macon today. The members ptesent were: 
President Waddell, Treasurer Powell, Secre 
tary Jemison, Messrs. Park, of Macon; Lyons, 
of Cartersville; Home, of Dalton; Hape, of 
Atlanta. Mr, Lyons represented Mr. Jones, 
of Norcross, who couldn’t be present. 

The committee took no positive action about 
holding the state fair next October. They dis- 
cussed the construction of the contract between 
the city of Macon and the Georgia agricultural 
society, and decided not to take action but 
leave the matter for the decision of the entire 
executive committee at the August conven- 
tion which meets at Athens. 

Thus it is not yet known whether or not a 


. state fair will be held in Georgia this year. 


President Waddell says the postponment of 
the matter till August does not at all mean 
that there will be no fair, for one of the best 
fairs ever given by the society was not de- 
cided upon until at an August meeting. It 
may be remarked in passing, however, that in 
that year not another exposition or fair was 
held, hence the people had no other exhibition 
than the state fair. 

The action of the recent conference between 
the representatives of the city of Macon 
and the society, in regard to the money claim 
of the society against the city, was not re- 
ferred to today. It was neither approved nor 
condemned. The members of the society have 
come to the conclusion that there has been 
wrong on the part of the society as well as that 
alleged by the society against the city. Presi- 
dent Waddell said tonight that the bill 
presented by the society against the 
cicy, amounting to over one thousand dol- 
lars, will probably be considerably 
modified. He says one item of $400 
for changing a house at the park may be with- 
drawn by the society. This is the item which 
ex-Secretary Nisbet, of the society, says the 
city was not responsible for. President Wad- 
dell says another item of $100, involving @ 
baking oven, may also be withdrawn, as Mayor 
Price claims to have made all the necessary 
repairs.

Mr. Atkinson on Free Coinage. 

In his letter, which we printed yesterday, 
Mr. Edward Atkinson touches on the silver 
question, and makes a few remarks which 
suggest comment, We gather from what he 


. says that he disapproves of the term ‘“‘whim- 


sical chatter,’’ which THr CONSTITUTION 
employed to characterize some of his argu- 
ments against free coinage, yet the charac- 
terization was not at all disrespectful. The 
wisest men are often whimsical, and the 
best of them fall to chattering occasionally. 
We have an instance before us. When Mr. 
Atkinson, in a recent communication to 
Bradstreet’s publication, asserts that the 
*“‘main cause of distrust at this time is the 
continued coinage of silver dollars, worth 
only about seventy-five cents each.’’ Now, if 
this isn’t whimsical chatter, it is something 
worse, Mr, Atkinson knows perfectly well 
that every silver dollar that has been coined 
since the passage of the Bland-Allison act is 
as good as a gold dollar. He knows that they 
“will buy as much asa gold dollar, and yet it 
pleases him to declare that they are worth 
only about seventy-five cents each. It is this 
sort of whimsical chatter that discredits the 
attitude and theory of those who train with 
the British monometallists. A man of Mr. 
Atkinson’s ability and attainments ought to 
be superior to this sort of thing. But he is 
not, for in his letter to THE CONSTITUTION 
he asks us if we expect foreign capital to be 
loaned or invested inthe south ‘‘at the risk 
of being paid off in depreciated silver ?’’ 
Perhaps Mr. Atkinson thinks this is one 
way of arguing the question, but it is not. 
People who are cock-sure of all their opin- 
ions are known as cranks. What depreci- 
ated silver is Mr. Atkinson talking about ? 
‘Does he mean to say that the opening of the 
mints of the United States tothe ‘white 
metal, thus placing it on an equality with 
gold before the law will depreciate silver ? 
If this is what he means, why cannot he 
give his bold statement the wings necessary 
to take it out of the atmosphere of mere as- 
‘sumption? How does he know that free 
coinage will depreciate silver, or that the 


present bullion valne of the metal will folow 


it to the mints and cling to it afterwardg? 
As a matter of course, Mr. Atkinson 
doesn’t know anything of the sort. ,’ Reason, 
common sense, and, above all, “experience 
all point to quite a different’ conclusion. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Atkinson’s remarks are 
not without an element of/instruction. They 
expose to view the wholé framework of as- 
sumption on which the theory of the mono- 
metallists is built.“ The assumption is this: 


. that.if the mints are open to silver the own- 


ers of metal wili have it coined into dollars, 
and that thejmarket value of a dollar’s worth 
of bullion-jill still be less than a dollar. In 
other weds, the opening of the mints will 
have nq effect on the market price of silver. 
Now, ti this isn’t whimsical chatter, we 
shou'd like to know what it is. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that 
Mr. Atkinson is not the originator of this 
sort of thing; he is not responsible for it. It 
is the stock-in-trade of the mondmetallists. 
They bring to the discussion of this great 
question nothing but assertion and assump- 
tion; they have nothing else to go upon. 
Our readers, we are sure, remember the tac- 


. tics employed by the monometallists in an- 


tagonizing the Bland-Allison act. If that 
measure became a law, gold would be run 
out of the country and we should be de- 
pendent on a depreciated silver currency, 
There were no ifsor buts about it. Just 


that thing would happen and none other. 


The depreciated currency would bring about 
a financial crisis resulting in a panic, and 
there would be general wreck and ruin.

The New Copyright Law. 

It is given out in Washington that the 
president has prepared, or is preparing, the 
proclamation which is necessary to make the 
new copyright law operative. | 

When the new law goes into effect, what ‘ 
will be the result? There will undoubtedly 
be disappointment on the part of those 
American authors who think that the terri- 
tory of Great Britain and the colonies is 
about to be opened to them. Our authors 
will sustain precisely the same relation to 
Great Britain that they sustained before the 
law went into effect. That is to say, they 
can obtain British copyright by issuing their 
books simultaneously in Great Britain and in 
this country. In this respect they have an 
advantage over the British authors. They 
need not wait to secure a publisher. All 
they have to do is to expose six bound copies 
of their books for sale in Great Britain on 
the day the volumes are issued here, or they 
may send the six copies to any six of the 
great libraries. Ail this is simple and com- 
paratively inexpensive. To give asouthern 
instance, the book entitled “‘Nights with 
Uncle Remus’’ was copyrighted in this way 
in 1884 before it had found an English pub- 
lisher. 

On the other hand, the British author will 
have to secure a publisher in this country 
before he can derive any benefit from the 
law. His book must be printed in this 
country from type set and plates made here, 
and it must be bound here. This is the 
status now. It follows naturally that the 
American pirates will continue to have tol- 
erably fat pickings; the rising British au- 
thor who has not yet risen will be their 
prey. 

To sum up, the situation is this: The 
American author is precisely where he was 
before the copyright bill became a law. 
The foreign author is a little better off, pro- 
vided he has made a reputation, but not 
much better off if he is unknown. The 
American pirate is crippled, but not killed. 
We have seen mure roseate views than this, 
but from all such the color will fade when 
the law goes into effect. 


Men and Machinery. 

In his striking article on machinery and 
labor, Professor Volson Wood, of the 
Stevens institute, says: 

The extensive use of automatic machinery is 
making havoc with trades. In former times the 
wise parent gave to his son a trade, by means of 
which he could earn a livelihood when speculatitn 
or other ventures failed him in attempting to 
amass a fortune; but atthe present day many 
trades are not only profitiess but are in so much 
danger of becoming obsolete that they are left out 
of consideration, A few examples will illustrate 
these principles. 

In former daysashoemaker made shoes, but 
now scarcely any one goes to the shoeshop to get 
them made; he goes tothe store and buys them 
already made, and finds that the ‘fits’ are im- 
proVed upon from year to year. When one man 
with a boot machine can put on 1,200 soles in ten 
hours, a8 has been done, or can average half that 
number day after day, the country shoemaker 
cannot afford to buy pegs and drive them with a 
hammer. Capital takes possession of the ma- 
chines, added capital laysin imphense stocks of 
leather and other. supplies, and employs a few 
men to turn out suflicient bogts and shoes to sup- 
ply the wheje communjty. In the meantime, 
what becomes of the.¢ountry shoemaker? At 
first he finds that tW@ demand for his Jabor falls 
off and he ceases t¢ employ apprentices or others, - 
and later he finds his own time chiefly occupied 
with repairi He becomes a “repairer.” 


The New Orleans Picayune sees other 
evils connected with the progress of labor- 
saving machinery. Men are driven from 
thgfr trades, small factories are broken up, 
and men remain unemployed because there 
fis no work for them. The situation’ will be 
unendurable when machinery invades new 
fields and completely fills the old ones. 
When we reach that point there will be 
very little room for human labor. Hereto- 
fore we have not seen the worst evils be- 
cause the work of machinery has been com- 
paratively limited, but we are concentrating 
our inventive powers upon the problem of 
labor-saving machinery with such successful 
results that the limits of safety will soon be 
overstepped, and millions of toilers will find 
that their labor is not in demand even at 
starvation wages. 

Of course the answer will be made that 
new fields of labor are all the time opening, 
but is there not a limit? When machinery 
does nearly all the work, and the masses are 
forced to do nothing, what will follow? 


A Flexible Constitution. 

The people are rapidly coming to the con- 
clusion that our federal constitution is a flex- 
ible instrument. It means one thing one 
day, and quite another thing the next. 

It confuses the farmers when they are told 
that it Is unconstitutional for the govern- 
ment to loan themmoney. They know that 
the government loaned millions of dollars to 
the Northern Pacific railroad, the centen- 
nial syndicate, the New Orleans cotton ex- 
position syndicate, and the Columbian ex- 
position, and they know that there isa bill 
pending in congress to loan $100,000,000 to 
the Nicaragua canal syndicate. How is it 
that these loans are constitutional while 
loans to the farmers are unconstitutional? 

Naturally, the farmers are beginning to 
suspect that the constitution is very liberally 
construed when syndicates of capitalists want 
anything, and very strictly construed when 
the masses ask for help. 

It is not necessary at this time to consider 
the merits of the plans for financial relief 
now before the people. But it is time to 
wake up to the fact that the opponents of 
the reforms demanded by the Farmers’ Al- 
liance cannot successfully plead the constitu- 
tion as an obstacle in the way of government 
loans when it is notorious that it never 
stands in the way of wealthy syndicates 
when they desire to borrow money. 

The way to defeat any special measure 
proposed by the alliance is to suggest some- 
thing better, and the substitute will have to 
take the shape of substantial financial re- 
form or it will not be considered. The sub- 
treasury or the Jand-loan plan may be thrown 
aside, but the people will not be satisfied 
until they secure a financial system anda 
volume of currency that will transact the 
business of the country without being under 
the control of a few men in Wall street. 

The goldbug contractionists should un- 
derstand that it must come tu this complex- 
ion at last, and while it is in order for them 
to argue against certain particular plans and 
details they will find that their constitu-

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A recent address on the subject of city 
government, delivered by Colonel A. 8S. Col- 
yar, of Nashville, is attracting some atten- 
tion. 

Colonel Colyar takes the position that the 
government of a city should be purely a cor- 
porate business matter, with no politics in it. 
He would not clothe a city government with 
any of the penal powers of the state, nor 
would he have any city courts or police. 
The preservation of order and the punish- 
ment of crime should be left to the state 
authorities. Under such a system the af- 
fairs of the city would be strictly business, 
conducted as private corporations are con- 
ducted, only the taxpayers being allowed to 
vote. 

In this address an ideal city government is 
aimed at, but the line of reform suggested is 
not in touch with the popular idea, At 
present there is no effort anywhere to cur- 
tail the governmental powers of cities, but 
on the contrary they are endeavoring to 
make themselves equal to all the demands of 
local self-government, and are striving to be 
as independent as possible of the state. _ 

There is much in Colonel Colyar’s address 
that deserves consideration, but its sugges- 
tions are not likely to be carried into effect 
without considerable modification. The ad- 
ministration of some branches of municipal 
business bears so directly upon the non-tax- 
paying citizen that he will not readily yield 
his right of suffrage, and in fact there is no 
good reason why he should. A tax receipt 
does not make the holder’s integrity. and 
business judgment any better than those of 
his non-taxpaying neighbor. It is téo late 
in the day to talk about restricting munici- 
pal suffrage, and in this particular, at least, 
Colonel Colyar’s proposed system will fall 
flat.

An Appeal from Judge Clarke’s Decision 


Will Be Taken—Goods Being Claimed. 
The Insurance. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Charles 8. Kings- 
berry, the receiver for Stephen A. Ryan, made 
his bond of $100,000 and took charge of the 
store. Mr. Kingsberry’s bondsmen were: J 
Kingsberry, E. Kingsberry and J. W. 
English. 

The receiver called on Mr. Ryan, read the 
order of the court to him and made formal de- 
mand for the various things that the court had 
directed Mr. Ryan to deliver. 

Mr. Ryan stated that he had already turned 
over to the sheriff, while acting as temporary 
receiver, everything in his possession. 

Mr. Kingsberry speut no small amount of 
time yesterday iu securing insurance on the 
stock. The order of the court provided that 
he should insure the goods for $300,000. The 
temporary receiver had $100,000 of insurance, 
and this was transferred to Mr. Kingsberry. 
During the day he secured in addition $72,500 
and he will do everything In his power to 
obtain the full amount of insurance ordered by 
the court. Insurance companies are slow to 
insure property that is in the hands of re- 
ceivers, administrators and persons similarly 
situated. 

When the receiver took charge yesterday 
he proceeded to have everything nicely dusted 
off and to have the floor well swept. Before 
night Ryan’s was one of the neatest stores ig 
Atlanta. Everything is well arranged, and 
the store has the air of a prosperous and well 
ordered estadlishment ready for business, 
lacking only the salesmen and the customers. 
The shelves are literally packed with goods 
and the counters are piled with them. In the 
basement is the clothing department and the 
stock of shoes. The sidewalk floor is the dry 
goods establishment, while the carpets are on 
the second floor. The third flooris used for 
sewing the carpets, and forsimilar work. The 
first thing to be done by the receiver will be 
the making of an inventory of this entire stock 
of goods. He will go through carefully, and 
will be assisted by about a dozen men, or, if 
he finds he can use more to advantage, may 
ebgage as many as twenty-five. 

A great many claims for goods will be made 
by persons who will identify their property 
and demand it onthe ground that it was se- 
cured by fraudulent representations made by 
Mr. Ryan as to his solvency. A number of 
these cases have already been made, and the 
receiver has been ordered to set aside such 
goods and await the order of the court. It is 
probable that one hundred thousand dollars, 
worth of goods will be claimed in this way. 

It is held thatif the goods were secured by 
Mr. Ryan through fraud the sellers can iden- 
tify their property if still in the sture and 
regain possession, the title never having passed 
to Mr. Ryan. While the store was in the 
hands of the temporary peceiver a great many 
goods were examined and identified, but while 
the temporary receiver was in charge Judge 
Clarke declined to grant an order allowing the 
removal of these claimed goods from the 
stock, but now that a permanent receiver has 
been appointed, the claims are being pressed. 
Persons who remove their goods will have to 
give bond for the return of the goods or the 
value thereof in each case if the title is not 
established at the trial. Nearly all the lawyers 
in the case have some of these claims, but 
Hillyer & Brother and Hunt & Culberson 
seem to lead in this branch, as they have 
about twenty-five thousand dollars’ worth. 

It seems to be settled that there will be an 
appeal from the decision of Judge Clarke in 
the Ryan case. The attorneys for Mr. Ryan 
and the mortgage creditors were busy yester- 
day collecting all the papers in the case and 
preparing to present a bill of exceptions. If 
the case £068 to the suprénie” court it cannot 
be heard possibly before October, an@txud tit 
question will be as to the disposition of the 
stock in the meantime. Theopinion of a well- 
informed man is that the receiver will go 
ahead and dispose of the stock and get the 
money into bank subject tothe order of the 
court. 

Judge Tanner, clerk of the superior court, 
was seen at a late hour last night to ascertain 
if the papers had been filed. @ stated that 
the papers had not been filed, but that Mr. 
Ryan’s counsel had the papers in the case for

Solicitor Charlie Hill tells a good story illus- 
trative of the deftness of pickpockets. 

“They {are the deftest-fingered fel- 
lows that I have ever had any 
experience with,” says he. ‘‘I once had an 
experience with them which was—sad.

“That Colorado desert basin the press dis- 
patches speak of as filling with water from a 
subterranean passage is a wonderful thing,”’ 
said a well-known Atlanta man yesterday. 


¢¢ }“Tt is in the southwestern end of California, 


butting up against the Colorado river and 
Arizona. The Southern Pacific road crosses 
it. One hundred miles of its track is in the 
desert. There is»absolutely no evidence of 
life about it except just in the center at a 
point over two hundred feet below the sea 
level, where a company mines salt. There has 
been no water or vegetation of any kind 
in the desert. Even the trains have to haul 
tank cars to carry water for the engines across 
this sand bed. They also carry tanks of water 
each day to the salt mines. 

“I came through this desert recently. It is 
simply a bed of loose and ever shifting white 
sand 100 miles across, sometimes the 
sands blow up ten feet deep on the railroad 
track from which it has to be shoveled off, 
and again it blows out from under the track 
allowing ittosink. It has been known to 
blow so hard in the desert that the sand would 
actually cut down telegraph poles 
by constant beating and grinding against 
them. There is no danger of anybody being 
drowned by this basin filling with water, for 
neither man nor animal lives init. The only 
loss will be to the railroad. It perhaps might 
lose nearly a hundred miles of track and be 
forced to build anew around the basin. But 
water there will make the lands around it 
fertile’and valuable. They are now worth- 
less.”’

The position wastaken that war between 
two nations abrogated all treaties; that Amer- 
fcans had no rights whatever in British waters, 
and unless a new agreement was reached, that 
men-of-war would sink every American vessel 
encroaching upon the forbidden waters. Eng- 
land had just shattered the power of the 

\ French empire, and ruled Europe with a rod 
of iron. The United States had just emerged 
from a disastrous war, and did not court a re- 
newal of hostilities. Hence,our government as- 
gented to the treaty of 1818, in which the agree- 
ment was made that ‘“‘the inhabitants of the 
said United States shall Have forever, in com- 
mon with the subjects of his Britannic majesty, 
the liberty to take fish of every kind on that 
part of the soutnern coast of New Foundland 
which extends from Cape Ray to the Rameau 
islands; on the western and northern coast of 
New Foundland, from the said Cape Ray to 
the Quirpon islands, on the shores of the Mag- 
dalen islands, and, also, on the coasts, bays, 
harbors and creeks, from Mount Joly on the 
southern coast of Labrador, to and through the 
straits of Belle Isle, and thence northwardly 
ndefinitely along the coast, withont prejudice, 
however, to any of the exclusive rights of the 
Hudson Bay Company. 

“And the United States hereby renonnce 
forever any liberty .heretofore enjoyed or 

_ Glaimed by the inhabitants thereof to take, dry, 
or cure fish on or within three marine miles of 
any of the coasts, bays, creeks or harbors of his 
Britannic majesty’s dominions in America not 
included within the above mentioned limits; 
provided, however, that the American fisher- 
men shall be admitted toenter such bays or 
harbors for the purpose of shelter and of re- 
pairing damages therein, of purchasing wood 
and of obtaining water, and for no other pur- 
pose whatever.”

The value of Canadian fishery interests 
in 1871 was $7,500,000. By harrassing and 
running out American vessels it has been in- 
creased to $20,000,000. The total fishery ex- 
ports are nearly $7,000,000, of which nearly 
$4,000,000 comes to the United States. Now, 
this four million dollarsrepresents trade which 
the fishermen of Massachusetts and Maine 
should bring into this country. If 
the United States government would 
do its duty by American fisher- 
men, they would be able to pick up this 
trade, of which they are deprived by England, 
in the endeavor to maintain a bankrupt gov- 
ernment in Canada. 

Canadian unfriendliness has been mani- 
fested in anotherdirection. Last year, through 
Mr. Bond, the legislature of New Foundland 
negotiated a treaty with the newfoundland 
which we were granted the freedom of their 
ports in return fora free market. When the 


Canadian premier heard of this, hecabled the 
home government, protesting {against a confir- 
mation of the treaty. 

The protest goes on to say: 

By the adoption of the tariff measure, which is 
popularly known as the McKinley act, the cus- 
toms duties of the United States are greatly in- 
creased on nearly all Canadian products, (includ- 
ing fresh fish, unless caught in vessels or by nets 
owned by American citizens. While this measure 
isin force and is avowed to be designed to teach 
Canadians that they cannot avail themselves of 
the markets of the United States while they con- 
tinue their allegiance as British sabjects, a sepa- 
rate arrangement with Newfoundland would 
practically dissolve the protection given by the 
treaty of 1818, by enablihg American fishing ves- 
sels to have access tothe ports of Newfoundiand 
as a base of suppliesfand for the purpose of tran- 
shipping their cargoes. The protection afforded 
by that treaty forupward of seventy years would 
thus be taken away from Canadian tishermen and 
New Foundland fishermen alike, but there would 
be special compensation to the fishermen of New- 
foundiand in the shape of fcemoval of duties, 
while the Canadian fishermen would be made to 
pay enhanced duties under the new American 
tariff. 

While this would, perhaps, be the most effect- 
ual method of impressing on the minds of the 
Canadian people the lesson that they cannot x 
British subjects and enjuy American markets, her 
majesty’s government can hardly, on reflection. 


feel surprised that your excellency’s government 


has not for a moment believed that her majesty’: 
ministers would co operate;with the authorities o 
the United States in inculcating such a lesson at 
the present time. 

The administration of the United States ha: 
long been aware that the government of Canad 
is willing to enlarge the trade relations betwee: 
the two countries by a system of reciprocity. 
Canada has been constantly accused by public 
men in the United States of adopting a severe po!l- 
icy in asserting her fishery rights in order to force 
negotiations for the extension of trade. Her maj- 
esty’s principal secretary of state for the colonies 
may, perhaps, with propriety, be reminded, on 
this occasion, that the complaint constantly put 
forward against Canadain the United States is 
that Canada denies hospitality in her ports to 
American vessels which is notjdenied to Canadian 
vessels in United States ports. 

This plea for the use of the United States as 
a pasturage from which Canadian statesmen 
may draw sustenance, is well answered in the 
following words by Secretary Blaine: 

I don’t believe there is acitizen of the United 
States from one end of the country to the other 
that envies the people of the dominion all the 
prosperity they may attain. The greater pros- 
perity she. may attain, the better for those of us 
who are trading with her. I wish them God- 
speed. But, so farasIcan help it, I'do not mean 
that they shall be Canadians and Americans at 
one and the sametime. They can choose their 
side of the question and remain over there. We 
will obey all laws toward them. We will main- 
tain all treaties with them. We will stand faith- 
fully by our word, in letter and spirit, we will 
treat them as neighbors and in peace as friends— 
men descended from the same British isles that 
the Vast majurity of citizens of the United States 
are—but I repeat that wedon’t love them well 
enough to invite them in tosit down at our hearth 
stones, and take part of that which belongs to our 
own fireside and our own children.

‘FACTION IN CAMP. 


A Newspaper Man Attacked—Camp Chicka- 
mauga Is Quiet This Week—News of 
the Soldiers. 


Cuickamauaa, July 1.—[Special. Cann 
Chickamauga is hardly recognizable, so marked | 
a change has been wrought by the change 
of troops. Last week was one of the gayest of 
the gay. This week promises to be just the 
opposite. The soldier boys now here are any- 
thing but ballroom beaux and bloods as a gen- 
erality. They are sturdy fellows who wear 
uniforms like regulars. 

The Ninth regiment, in many respects, main- 
tains its existence ander trying circumstances, 
being scattered all over the state, from Gaines- 
ville and Rome to LaGrange and Stephens’ 
Pottery, and consequently has not the best op- 
portunity for battalion or regimental improve- 
ment. Many companies, too, are from 
the smaller cities of the _ state, 
where the military spirit is not as enthusiastic 
asitisin the large cities, and consequently 
the boys enter camp fully realizing its im- 
portance to them and determined to make the 
best of it. The firstday has shown they are 
not here for foolishness, and be it said to their 
credit, that their natural aptness has already 
put them upon an equal scale of proficincy in 
regimenal maneuvers with any of the troops 
that have preceded them. 

Captain Field was agreeably suprised at the 
batalion drill this morning, the first the 
troops had ever engaged in. He paid them & 
very high compliment, saying that consider- 
ing this fact, it was the best he had ever wit- 
nessed. The camp duties,guard mounting, etc., 
of the Ninth regiment,. has shown wonderful 
aptness and barring the absense of the band, 
dress parade this afternoon was as pretty as 
could have been desired. 

Speaking of the band brings up the situa- 
tion of the camp as to music. As already 
stated, the Zouave band left for Atlanja at the 
conclusion of Colonel Wiley’s command, leav- 
ing the camp without any music but the bugle 
and drum. Why the band left is not precisely 
understood, but there is one thing certain: 
Colonel Jones 1s being very severely criticised 
in a quiet way among the troops in the camp, as 
well as by visitors, for failing to provide a 
band of some description. The boys say they 
were perfectly willing to pay for a band, and 
feel much humiliated that theyare without 
one. As the captain of one of 
the companies expresses it, the -absence 
of music knocks all the poetry 
out of camp life, and it certamly 
does. Bright uniforms and gallant faces do 
not show up half so well, moving to ‘‘Hayfoot, 
Strawfoot,”’ as to the inspiring strains of 
“Dixie,”’ or something of that sort. The 
tameness of dress parade, guard mount, and so 
forth, without a band, is like champagne 
without the phiz. 

The Captains Act. 

This morning the captains of several of the 
companies got together and took the matter 
in their own hands. They feel very keenly 
the situation, and at any cost determined to 
geta band for the review by the governor 
tomorrow. They feel that it would be next 
to disgrace for the regiment to offer itself in 
review without a _ band, and this 
evening a _ delegation went down to 
Rome to see if a band could not 
be gotten there for this occasion at least. 
While Colonel Jones is criticised, the Zouave 
band, which has been here all along, also 
comes in for a round of censure. Colonel 
Jones’s explanation is that the band did not 
want to make terms with him at all, that he 
even offered to give $50 more per week than 
Colonel Mercer or Colonel Wiley had paid; 
but Professor Marston woguldn’t stay. When 
this unreasonable disposition on the part of 
the band became manifest, it is said that Col- 
onel Jones got his whiskers up and broke off 
all negotiations by cussing out the entire 
musical aggregation. 

The colonel feels offended that the 
band question should have gotten into 
the papers, because he thinks it wil 
create a bad impression of his regimént, but 
the situation has amounted toa camp sensa- 
tion, especially since the colonel has been so 
openly criticised by the troops today for 
neglecting to have this matter settled long 
avo. Before leaving Professor Marston told 
mé that his reason for so doing was because he 
and Colonel Jones could not reach an agree- 
ment, but as Colonel Jones contradicts this 
with the statement that he offered $300, where 
the band had only been receiving $250, it re- 
mains an open question. Professor Marston 
says his band will come back during Atlanta 
week, which makes it appear a little 
strange that he would not consent to remain. 
The regiment generally does not think the 
Zouave band has treated them right and unless 
Professor Marston can show good reasons for 
leaving them “‘in the soup,” his name will be 
‘‘mud” so far as the Ninth regiment can make 
itso. Colonel Jones telegraphed for the 
Fourth artillery band from Ft. McPherson 
today but it could not be secured. 

Down to Work. 

This morning the boys got down to regular 
camp discipline and from all indications it 
will be willingly observed throughout the en- 
tire week. The rules/published by the adju- 
tant and postedjin every messhall for the 
government of the camp are practically 
identical with the rules laid down by 
Colonel Mercer during the first week and” 
which I have already given tothe readers of 
encampment news. It wasa fine day, with 
cool breezes blowing constantiy, and the boys 


and enthusiasm impossible during the exces- 
sive heat of last week. 

At 10 o’clock in the morning a meeting of 
company commanders was held at Adjutant 
Satterlee’s headquarters for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the morning reports. This is a very 
important part of camp routine, and Lieuten- 
ant Satterlee took occasion to explain it fully 
to the assembled officers. An exact record 
of each man’s time in camp is 
kept in these reports, which are 
consolidated at the end of the week and used 
as the basis of the payments of per diem. One 
of the interesting facts brought out by the | 
lieutenant’s explanation was that cooks are 
allowed per diem as well as regular enlisted 
men. At the conclusion of this discussion, 
with the distribution of report blanks, Cap- 
tain Field took charge of the officers and gave 
them a very valuable talk on guard mounting 
and the duties of guard in general. Captain 
Field is aninvaluable man in a militia camp. 

Tomorrow Governor Northen and staff 
will make their reguiar visit to the 
camp, and the usual review will 
he held, with accompanying festivities 
at the hotel in the evening. Itis very likely 
that the sham battle feature of governor’s day 
will be omitted, not because, as one man 
remarked, “‘they are afraid to trust us with 
blank cartridges,”” but because there are none 
on hand to use, though Colonel Jones is en- 
deavoring to get some. 

Everybody is looking forward with eager- 
ness to the coming of the Atlanta and Au- 
gusta boys. Many of the visitors here have 
gone home to rest up for that week, when 
they will return to witness the best spectacle 
of the encampment, and participate in the

The details of today’s encounter are as fol- 
lows: 
Last Thursday some words passed between 
Howard and Ozburn during the sham battle. 
Ozburn was drunk and Howard protested 
against the language which he used in speak- 
ing of the soldier boys. Ozburn then drew a 
knife, but was disarmed by Captain Ledbetter, 
and it wasthought there would be nothing 
more of it. But the mountaineer cherished a 
grudge against Mr. Howard, and has been 
seen dogging him several times since. 
A day or two ago he was in the 
act of hurling a big rock at him 
when prevented by a bystander.. This after- 
noon Howard entered the depot waiting room 
to buy a ticket for Chattanooga. The room 
was empty at the moment, but as soon as he 
entered Ozburn and Charlie Simmons, another 
stout countryman, came to the only door lead- 
ing to the platform. Ozburn said he had come 
to have Simmons, whom he said was his son, 
whip Howard for what he said last Thursday. 
Howard replied that he was willing to give 
any Satisfaction, but wanted to catch a train 
which was just pulling out, and so approached 
the door. When he got in reach Ozburn 
dealt him a fearful blow on the head without 
any warning. Howard retaliated, and for 
a few moments had the best of 
it, when Ozburn whipped out a knife and 
lunged at him. The newspaper man succeeded 
in knocking the Knife out ofhishand. People 
around the depot did not attempt to interfere, 
but trainmen came to the Atlanta boy’s assist- 
ance and overpowered the big mountaineer. 
As Howard started towards the hotel, Oz- 
burn got free from the crowd and struck him 
again on the head before he was aware of a re- 
newal of the attack. Mr. Howard is not *seri- 
ously hurt, though his head and face bear 
some bad bruises. Dr. McCowan says it was 
almost miraculous that the knife did not enter 
the jugular vein, the skin covering which was 
scratched by the keen blade. Mr. Howard, as 
well as friends here, will see that Ozburn is 
prosecuted for his cowardly assault, as he

Going to Chickamauga. 
The governor leaves for Chickamau 
day, returning thisevening. The trip is 
to review the troops in campthere this week.

FAIN CAN FOUND. 


He Is Not the Tailor, But a Hack 
Driver. 


No one appears to know Henry Fain, the 
negro hack driver who disclosed the contem- 
plated plot to raise a row around Washing- 
ton’s gallows if the hanging was public. 

For six or eight years be has been a hack 
driver and every day can be seen around the 
union depot. 

Fain is about five feet eight inches high and 
will weigh one hundred and eighty pounds, 
about. He isa ginger-cake color and is well 
known in Atlanta, notwithstanding the decla- 
ration of some to the contrary. 

For several days past he has been wearing 
on his hack-a military coat and unless pre- 
vented by his superior officers will be found in 
the: parade when it comes off. 

After asserting to an afternoon paper that 
he had never said wat whasfattributed to him 
in Tims CoNsTITUUVION yesterday morning he 
subsequently said to a CONSTITUTION reporter: 

“Of course I said it all but I didn’t mean 
any harm.”’ 

Tus CONSTITUTION never once thought that 
Fain voiced the good colored people of Atlanta 
when he made thatincendiary talk. Atlanta 
has colored citizens who feel outraged and ia- 
censed at what Fain said and justly so too. 

If any one who don’t know Fain wants tosee 
him it will be easy to gratify the desire—just 
visit the hack stand any day and ask for him. 

Here are two cards touching the matter; 
one is irom the reporter who wrote the stor 
and to the accuracy and truthfulness of whic 
he has reputable witnesses who were present 
when Fain made the declarati The other 
isfrom F. H. Crumbly, adjutant of the Second 
Georgia battalion. Connolly is one of At- 
lanta’s most reputable negroes. 

ATLANTA, Ga., te 1.—In reference to a plot 
discovered among the negroes,I wish to state 
that I was assigned the story by the city editor of 
THE CONSTITUTION, as I was personally unknown 
to the negro who was doing thetalking. Repair- 
ing to a barroom the negro frequented, Henry 
Fain was pointed out to me as the person who 
was making the threats of trouble on the day of 
Washinogton’s hanging. Without knowing my 
object Fain was induced to repeat his 
story, in presence of witnesses, and 
from his conversation I gathered the information 
embodied in the article in yesterday’s CoNsTITU- 
TION, which was presented in print as he told it. 
In addition to this he made other threats of a 
more incendiary character.

EpitoR CONSsTITUTION—In your issue of 
this date under the head of “Threats o 
Murder,” in giving a conversation which too 
place yesterday in a Decatur street barroom by 
one Henry Fain, it is stated, speaking of an or- 

anized mob to prevent the execution of George 

ashington on the 3d instant, which mob or or- 
ganization seems to be located in or about Deca- 
tur street, that 

‘‘Those taking part in the meetings are members 
of colored military companies, and among which 
Washington has friends,”’ 

I have the honor to state that a careful investi- 
gation or canvass among the men of the Seeond 
Georgia battalion, commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Thomas Grant, which includes 
all the local military, does not justify 
the reflection attempted to be made on us as mili- 
tary men. We have a higher sense of honor to 
ourselves and duty toward the laws of the land 
than to enter into any such vam aes against the 
institutions of law under which we hope to be 
protected as are all other citizens. There may be 
differences of opinion with regard to the execu- 
tion of Ozburn and Washington, yet I know full 
well that 1 voice the sentiment of 99 per cent of 
the colored military when I say that we will not 
enter into any conspiracy as military men against 
the government; and while I have not conferred 
with Colonel Grant, Ican safely say that the 
colonel will carefully investigate the rumor; 
and if it is true that H. Fain is a 
member of the military, and is guilty of such con- 
duct to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipiine, the adjutant general and inspector 
genera: of the state will Le requested to detaila 
court that he may be courtmartialed. We desire 
that all persons;wouldjunderstand and regard usas 
men capable of fostering the highest principles of 
American citizenship, our interests being icen- 
tical withthat of other citizens. We dislike, as 
military men or citizens, that importance be 
given 
whole race equalized and classed with or by the 
conduct of the most inferior of the race.

Of Too Much Morphine—It May Have Been 
a Suicide—The Body Carried to 
Conyers. 


A man was found dead in bed at the board- 
ing house of Mrs. Clower, 101 Decatur street, 
yesterday morning. 

His death wes due to morphine, but whether 
taken with suicidal intent or not could not be 
decided, 

He was dead, andin his pocket was found a 
bottle containing a little morphine. 

The man was T. L. Harrison, a carpenter by 
trade, who recently came to Atlanta from 
Conyers, seeking work. 

It. appears that he has been boarding in At- 
lanta. with his mother. Tuesday night he 
went to her home, but found no one there, 
and, not being able to get in, left, telling a 
neighbor that he would be back at 6 o'clock to 
break fast. 

He went to Mrs. Clower’s and obtained 
lodging. About 11 o’clock he was taken 
sick, but soon seemed to recover. He fell 
asleep, apparently all right, and the people 
who were waiting upon him left the room. 

Yesterday morning just before 6 o’clock his 
door was opened and he was found lying dead 
upon the floor. 

For some time no one knew who he was. 

Coroner Davis was summoned, and an inves- 
tigation was begun. 

His mother was soon found, as she was then 
searching for him, . because he had not re- 
turned home. A sister of the man living here 
was also found. The mother and sister went 
at once tothe house, and a pathetic sight it 
was when they saw him cold in death. 

Mr. Harrison has a wife and six young 
children living at Conyers. The body was 
taken to that place yesterday afternoon, ac- 
companied by the dead man’s sister. Whether 
the death was a suicide could not be deter- 
mined by the coroner’s jury, There was no evi- 
dence to show that the man desired to take his 
life, but the manner of the death was myste- 
rious. 


A NEGRO KILLED. 


His Foot Slips and He Ig Crushed by an 
Engine, 


Robert Reynolds, a negro, lost his life by 
being crushed under an engine early yesterday 
morning. 

The accident occurred near the Nelson street 
bridge, in the yard of the Central railroad. 

The negro worked for the road, and has been 
in its employ for some time. 

Just after 4 o’clock yesterday morning he 
turned a switch for an approaching 
engine, and then stood in the middle of the 
track. The engine was approaching slowly, 
and the men often in such cases step upon the 
pilot or foot board in front. Reynolds at- 
tempted this and fell. The engine mashed him 
tothe earth and dragged him several feet. 
The engineer and fireman of the engine soon 
procured assistance and ~- the man 
was extricated. Dr. Cooper was 
at once sent for, but the injuries were so se- 
rious that nothing could bedone only re- 
lieve the dying negro’s suffering. His chest 
and ribs were crushed, causing fatal internal 
injuries. 

He died just before 7 o’clock and was carried 
tothe undertaking establishment of Wylie 
& Barclay, where Coroner Davis held an in- 
quest just afternoon. The verdict reached 
censured no one, stating that the death was 
caused by the negro’s carelessness. 

Reynolds was a man of near thirty years of 
age. He has a wife and one child living at 199 
W. Hunter street.
